The records ^>f the Bureau of Naval Personnel indicate that

June 1950 and that he has not as yet served on active duty. Corres- 
pondence ©n f ile further indicat es that in October 1953, CIA requested 
the recall of | | to active duty and his assign ment to an 

intelligence billet in the U.S. Naval Advisory Group, [ | However, 

due to the fact that he was totally lacking in experience as a naval 
officer and that his cennection with CIA was known to the Deputy 
Director of Naval Intelligence ROK Navy, | ~| recall to 

active duty for the assignment proposed at that time was considered 
inadvisable. 

As to the recall of Ito active duty this fall 

as a LTJG to serve for a year at sea, ana ms assignment thereafter to 
CIA for the remainder of his active obligated service, it is the policy 
of the Department of the Navy to effect the recall of naval reserve 
officers of the line to active duty upon their request, only when 
Induction unde r the Selective Se rvice System is ixmdnent . Should it 
eventuate that | fr a recalled, I am pleased to be able to 

tell you that he would be appointed in the permanent grade of LTJG upon 
his reporting for active duty. However, since | ~| is with- 

out any active duty experience as a naval reserve officer, it is probable 
,hat i f h e were to be on active duty with the Navy fer only a year. Ensign 

would be in the status ©f a supernumerary in any ship to which 

ie might be attached. Therefore, owing to the emphatic need for continuity 
of service of officers in billets in the fleet, and in consideration of 
our officer personnel ceiling, as well as our obligation to restrict the 
expenditure of limited appropriated funds, there could be no doubt that

Service would require that he serve a normal two year tour of active 
duty with the Navy. 

I am most regretful that ay reply cannot be mere favorable, 
however, I trust that from the foregoing you will understand ap- 
position.
